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adopt the amendment, that's fine. I'm glad it's exposed
so that you know about it.

PRESIDENT: Question is shall the bill be returned for
a specific amendment. Record your vote. Would those
of you who have stuck it out please vote. Record.

C LERK: 1 0 a y e s , 1 3 n a y s .

PRESIDENT: Senator Mills.

SENATOR MILLS: I refuse a Call of the House.

PRESIDENT: So do I .

CLERK: Mr. President, LB 466 is presently or. Select File.
E 6 R amendments have been adopted. A Goodrich specific
amendment has been adopted. The bill was laid over.

SENATOR GOODRICH: Mr. President, members of the body,
this is the bill that Senator Marvel had a question
about as to whether or not the amendment I put on it
had any fiscal impact. We verified that with him. I
had the Fiscal Staff verify it with him rather that it
did not have any fiscal impact. He is now satisfied.
He relayed that message to the Chair. . . t o t he C l e rk
rather. I now move that we advance 466.

PRESIDENT: Question is shall 466 be advanced. All those
in favor say aye, contrary nay. The bill is advanced.

CLERK: Mr. President, your committee on Retirement to
whom was referred LB 298 instructs me to report the same
to the Legislature with the recommendation that it be
advanced to General File as amended. Signed, W. H. Hasebroock,
